SUBJECT i Avoid anca of Publicity Goncarning tha Intelligence Agencies 
of tha U. S« Government 


Tha National Security Council, pursuant to tha provisions of Sections 
101 and 102 of tha National Security Act of 19U7 aa wended, has this data 
taken tho following action with respect to tha above subject and has agreed 
that it should be communicated as an expression of policy to all executive 
-departments and establishments. 

The National Security Council oonaiders that any publicity, factual 
or fictional, concerning intelligence is potentially detrimental to the 
effectiveness of an intelligence activity and to the national security. 

The Council has therefore authorised end directed the departments and 
agencies represented by membership on the Intelligence Advisory Committee# 
to take steps to prevent the unauthorised disclosure for written or oral 
publication of any information concerning intelligence or intelligence 
activities. The head of each of these departments and agencies will 
determine his channel for granting such authorization as may be necessary.
